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The Cauſe of theſe extremes, is, the want of a due Inquiſition poſt Mortem, 
2s in the time of the Court of Wards : Likewiſe the Heralds have much negle&&- 
ed the Collateral Lines of Families : Bur the truth is, that the head Families 
are the moſt too blame for allowing the younger Brethren ſo ſmall Annuicies, 
that they are forc'd to travail into other Countreys, and are often forc'd to take 
up ſome Mechanick way for a Livelihood, which they are aſhamed to do in their 
own Country 3 and ſometimes they Match ſo much beneath themſelves, that the 
Head Family takes diſguſt againſt them, that they are aſhamed ro own their poor 
Kindred ; - And ſome that think their Heirs cannot fail , ſcorn'to incumber their 
Pedigree with the poor Collateral Lines; and ſome by Wars, and troubleſom 
times were forc'd to abſcond themlelves : This is the yery Caſe of Your Peritioner. 


Therefore Your Petitioner moſt bumbly Prayeth, ( his Caſe being Extra- 
ordinary,) That the Wiſdom of this Honourable Houſe will duly Conſider 
of theſe bis Griewances, and weigh them in the Ballance of Tuſtice , and 
Graciouſly take ſome ſpeedy Courſe , that the few Witneſſes Tour Petitioner 
bath yet Living , may be Examined, anil that their Evidence may remain . 
upon Record, for they are wery Ancient : And alſo that ſome ſpeedy Courſe

Birth-right and Inheritance, before bis Eft ate be torn in Pieces by contiuual
